High on the Divine Word priority list for 
the Japanese is the society’s seminary in Na- 
goya, where the first ordination will take 
phace next March. Father Ralph points out 
that of the 1,231 priests in Japan, only 279 are 
natives. This, when stacked against the addi- 
tional fact that of 89 million Japanese only 
212,231 are Catholic, points up the urgent 
need for a stepped-up native clergy training 
program. ; 

Father Ralph states that many of the so- 
ciety’s donors specify their funds for the Na- 
goya seminary. And to stimulate interest,one 
of the society’s. ads emphasizes that’ a five 
dollar donation will support one seminarian 
for one week. 

Also in Nagoya the society operates two 
high schools, one for boys and one for. girls, 


with a combined enrollment of 1,604. Father -« 
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Ralph says that the non-Catholic Japanese 
parents are so proud of the school that they 
clamor for their daughter’s entrance and this 
fall s¢hool officials had to turn‘away 300 appli- 
cants because of lack of space. 

In asking donations for the society's high 
schools, Father Ralph points out that “the 
Catholic high school paves the way for the 
Catholic family—and the Catholic nation,” 


In 1947, following Pope Pius XII’s emphasis 
for the need of quasi-religious groups in 
“Provida Mater Ecclesia,” Father George Ge- 
meinder, S.V.D., Divine Word regional direc- 


_tor for Japan, asked Father Ralph's help in 


establishing what is now the first secular in- 
stitute in Japan. 


Preparing young women to dedicate 
themselves to an apostolic life although asso- 
ciating with the world, the Nagoya Cathechist 
Institute (“Sei-bo-Kai’) has turned out its 
first class of 30 catechists.

from a neighboring parish invited us 
over to help him launch a parish high 
school club, he told us he had done a 
“quiet ion” on it. He didn’t 
want too many on hand the first night, 
until he got the club underway. 

Imagine-our surprise, then, when 
we found ourselves faced with a live- 
ly crowd of more than 100 teen-agers. 
Maybe a “quiet promotion” is the kind 
to stage. The group seemed quite a 
challenge to the four of us who under- 
took the assignment. 

We weren’t invited because we were 
any kind of experts at the job. We 
had been working with youth in our 
own parish for the past several. years. 
Our success at the task is another 
story. I don’t think anyone working 
with high school youth ever claims 
success. Whenever someone finally 
does hit upon a successful formula for 
this kind of adventure, I’m sure a 
thousand youth directors will beat a 
path to his door. All we could doall 
anyone can do in this area—is try. 


For what is it worth, here is how 
we faced our assignment. It seemed 
to be satisfactory for the first night, 
but the Lord will have to be merci- 
ful to the young priest and his two 
religious assistants who have the more 
pretentious job of sustaining the ef- 
fort. Our job was to make a one- 
night stand, then leave. 

Father’s. thinking was sound. He 
wanted outside help the first night be- 


cause he didn’t want the young people 


to become dependent on him from the 
very outset. He wanted them to take 
the responsibility themselves for a 
good club. The idea was to set the club 
in motion and leave the major respon- 


sibilities in the hands of the students, | 


It has happened too often in the past 
that youth clubs were built on the 
dynamism and zeal of the assistant. He 
carried the load, and when he left the 
scene, the club collapsed. It doesn’t 
seem quite right that the priest should 
run the meetings, chaperon the af- 
fairs, fold up the chairs, sweep the 
hall, and run the mimeograph machine. 
There is no leadership training for the 
students in this approach, nor for thé 
priest. It is at least praiseworthy—if

Lost Advent? 


JULIAN PLEASANTS 


Ix the world outside 
of our homes, and the 
world brought into our 
homes by radio and TV, 
Christmas is not the be- 
ginning, but the end of 
the Christmas season. ° Is 
this the way it was meant 
to be? Have we, in the 
change lost Advent? 

If we have lost Advent, 
is it so much of a loss? 
Looking at the Masses 
during Advent, it seems 
that the Church is trying 
to recapture fof us the 
feeling of longing and 
hoping and yearning with 
which the Israelites look- 
ed for their promised Mes- 
61aS. 

We hear from the lips 
of the Prophets that He 
shall surely -come, what 
He shall be like, what the 
world shall be like at His 
coming. Their Advent sea- 
son was measured not in 
weeks but in thousands 
of years. The candles of 
their Advent Wreath were 
the prophecies of His 
coming. 

Part of the problem for 
us is that Christmas tends 
to be, not an event, but 
the celebration of an 
event long. since over, 
Christ, we know, has al- 
ready come. But has He? 
Does the world resemble 
what the prophets expect- 
ed it to be at Christ’s com- 
ing? The lion, they said, 
would lie down with the 
lamb. But looking at the 
world of men and politics 
it seems that the lambs 
have seldom had it so 
bad. Where are the swords 
beaten into plowshares? 
How many people ih the 
world have never heard 
of Christ, or never heard 
of Him as He really is? 
Christ came for them; has 
He. come to them? 

What the prophets look- 
ed forward to, what the 
Advent. Masses look for- 
ward to, what the early 
Christians looked forward 
to in Advent; was the 
coming of Christ in His 
kingdom, not just His 
coming as a baby in 
Bethlehem, but His com- 
ing into the souls of men, 
into the affairs of men, 
and. above all His final 
coming in glory to com- 
plete His kingdom. His 
human birth was only the 
beginning of His coming. 

If we have lost Advent, 
we have lost what is de- 
finitely a season of long- 
ing for. the apostolate. 
This is the time to be 
longing for His coming 
into our own lives, to take 
them over completely; in- 
to their dealings with one 
another, into business, so- 
cial life, politics. This is 
the time to put ourselves 
alongside the man who 
showed us how to keep 
Advent, St. John the Bap- 
tist. 

What are we doing to 
prepare the way of the 
Lord into our own lives, 
into the minds and hearts 
of other people, into the 
world and its institutions? 
The task of the lay 
apostle, like that of St. 
John, is to level the moun- 
tains of prejudice and 
selfishness that keep 
people from seeing Christ, 
to fill up the valleys of 
ignorance and indifference 
that keep them from fol- 
lowing Him. 

If we realized this, it 
would be the beginning of 
getting Advent back. We

In reality, it ge 
comet that invaded our. planetary system 
Ancient Mexican records tell us that ‘Quet- 
zal-cohuatl, which looked like a feathered 
serpent as it streaked across the sky, at- 
tacked the sun. Then, after the disappear 
ance of the serpent, the sun did not shine

. for four days. Many people died during this 


time. 


Then the comet became a planet with an 
orbit around the sun. This brilliant star 
still retained the name of Quetzal-cohuat] 
for the Mexican Indians. Since it first ap- 
peared in the east, they called it their 
morning star, | 

The Indians were afraid of Quetzal-co- 
huatl’s wrath. That was why they offered 
human sacrifice to him throughout the 
year. 

This was the serpent the Indians under- 
stood Mary to mean when she said that she 
was the Virgin Mary Who Crushed the 
Serpent. 

This was part of the reason for the large 
number of Indian conversions. The rest. of 
the reason was what the Indians read into 
the image of the Blessed Virgin miracu- 
lously painted upon Juan Diego’s tilma. 

The Aztecs did not have an alphabet, 
They used drawings witk many details to 
record their history. They therefore studied 
the image on Juan’s tilma as they would 
have studied one of their codices. 

Looking at the image the Indians saw a 
beautiful young girl in regal attire stand- 
ing before the sun with the firmament 
covered with stars as her garment. Clouds 
surround her and a child with wings (an 
angel) has carried her through space. Ob- 
viously, she does not live in this world. Yet 
she said that she crushed the serpent, and 
serpents are only on earth. That is, all 
except Quetzal-cohuatl, the feathered ser- 


pent to whom thousands had been sacri- 


ficed. 

The Indians found the serpent she had 
crushed to be the cr@scent upon which 
Mary is standing—the crescent that looked 
like their morning star, Quetzal-cohuatl, 

The figure of the Blessed Virgin covers 
the sun in the painting. This gave the In- 
dians assurance that Mary is greater than 
the sun. The firmament in her garment 
told them that the stars were made to serve 
mankind, and not mankind to serve the 
stars. It was not, therefore, necessary for 
them to offer human sacrifice to them. 

But although Mary is greater than the 
sun, the image also taught the Indians that 
she is not a goddess. Her hands are folded in 
supplication, indicating that she was inter- 
ceding for them at the throne of an invis- 
ible God, Who isn’t in the picture because 
He is invisible. 

The Indians were also sure that the girl 
in the painting had once been an inhabitant 
on earth. a human being subject to death. 
Her appearance to Juan Diego proved to 
them that the soul has immortal life. 

They could not understand, however, the 
golden brooch with the black cross in the 
center that the Virgin wears in the paint- 
ing. They had never learned anything 
about Jesus and His death on the cross, 
But the Indians found that the Franciscan 
Missionaries could explain that to them as 
well as tell them more about the girl in 
the picture and the angel. si 

It was, therefore, the Blessed Virgin's 
appearances to Juan Diego, her name of 
“The Virgin Mary Who Crushed the Ser- 
pent,” ‘and what the Indians read into the 
painting that converted millions to the 
Catholic religion. :

place in the divine design? 
_ Born of Flemish stock 
in Belgium in 1840, he 
was the next to the last of 
the numerous children of 
Francis and Anne de 
Veuster. His name before 
entering religion was Jo- 
seph. An older brother be- 
a a priest, and two of 
is sisters be : 
But it seemed that he would join his father 
in the grain business. In fact, he left off 
schooling fairly early, and resumed it after 
a four-year lapse only in order to better his 
qualifications for trade. 

Once back in. school, he gave himself 
increasingly to prayer and felt a strong 
attraction to the religious life. He entered 
the Congregation of the Sacred Hearts. to 
which his brother already belonged. Jo- 
seph, it seemed, could not qualify for the 
priesthood, and was delighted with the 
prospect of being a choir brother. It was 
shortly decided that he should go on for 
the priesthood. 7 

Rugged, cheerful, immensely industrious, 
he was well regarded in the community 
(despite such practices as carving the three 
points of a spiritual conference on his desk, 
as an aid to memory). He was still some 
years away from ordination when a group 
was selected to go to the Hawaiian mis- 
sions. In it was his brother the priest. 
When the latter fell ill, Damien asked to be 
let take his place. His request was granted. 

The journey by sailing vessel took four 
and a half months. In Hawaii Damien com- 
pleted his preparations for major orders, 
and was ordained a priest in 1864. During 
the following nine years he served two 
primitive missions, and poured into them 
his prodigious enthusiasm and energy. For 
example, with his own hands he built 
chapels at the rate of about one a year. 

In 1873 he went to the isolated leprosar- 
jum at Molokai, where 800 victims of the 
disease were shut away under the most de- 
pressing conditions, without medical atten- 
tion or spiritual solace, in an atmosphere 
of lawlessness, debauchery, and despair. 

Damien’s stay was to be of a few weeks’ 
duration at most, for it was planned that a 
number of missionaries would visit the 
dread place in rotation. The event proved 
otherwise. His stay actually lasted 16 years 
and ended only with his death at the age of 
49. 7 
It is a commonplace that he transformed 
the leper colony. But just how extensively, 
and under what heart-breaking handicaps, 
has perhaps never been so fully particular- 
ized as in Father Jourdain’s elaborately de- 
tailed and very frank account... That he 
would contract leprosy, he never doubted, 
and its ravages were to him as nothing 
compared with the trials he had to bear 
from many quarters, whether from calum- 
niators, pettifogging officials, or his own 
superiors. Under it all, he showed himself 
heroic, and the saintliness of his life was the 
stuff and stay of his heroism. 

This may not be the most adroitly writ- 
ten biography of Father Damien, but it is by 
far the most thorough. The author has as- 
sembled a vast mass of material, has or- 
ganized it logically and presented it 
straightforwardly, letting it speak for it- 
self. This it does in tones and accents which 
reach and rouse the soul of the reader. A

MOTHERLESS SPARROW | 

In An Episode of Sparrows (Viking. 
$3.50), Rumer_Godden tells with silken skill 
a story which has elements of improbabil- 
ity, even implausibility, and could easily 
veer disastrously into mawkishness if 
steered by hands less sensitive and sure. 
Thanks to the author’s discrimination and

adroitness, the novel is a small but radiant 
miracle of truth and loveliness, 
_ Laid in London, its double scene is a still 
fairly prosperous and fashionable square 
and the warren of shabby streets behind it. 
The square is dominated by the wealthy 
and tireless Angela Chesney, an acidulous 
spinster whose passion for good works is 
only surpassed by her regard for property 
and her contempt for people. Angela im- 
presses many, but not her timid, unwell, and 
idle older sister Olivia. 


When earth is stolen from the square’s 
carefully kept garden, Angela is all for 
hunting down and prosecuting the perpe- 
trators of the crime. She has her way, over- 
riding Olivia’s objections. | 

The criminals turn out to be three chil- 
dren, among the hardy denizens of the semi- 
slum whom Olivia thinks of, both pityingly 
and admiringly, as sparrows. One of them is 
Tip Malone, about fourteen, a strapping lad 
from a large and lively household. Another 
is five-year-old Sparkey, spindle-legged 
idolater of the dashing Tip. The third is 
Lovejoy Masgn, aged eleven. 

Loyejoy is as gallant and pathetic a fig- 
ure as one will encounter in months of fic- 
tion sampling. Her mother, soft of flesh, 
hard of spirit, using cheap scent, getting a 
little money out of coarse, casual men, has 
deserted the girl. Pretending that she is go- 
ing on a theatre tour, she leaves Lovejoy 
with Mrs. Combie, a kind person harassed 
by her sister’s venomous tongue and her 
husband’s doomed schemes to run a quality 
restaurant in a ddwn-at-the-heels neigh- 
borhood. 

More and more aware of her hopeless po- 
sition, Lovejoy longs for something unmis- 
takably her own and unmistakably beau- 
tiful. Accidentally she hits on the idea of a 
garden, Impossible of realization, it appears, 
in this wilderness of pavement and poverty. 

But no. Her garden comes into being, in a 
walled bit of littered ground belonging to a 
bombed Catholic church. It comes into be- 
ing with the unlikely assistance of Tip and 

Sparkey, and in earth taken from the 
square. But just when it incredibly blooms 
for the first time, the machinery of justice 
set in motion by the implacable Angela 
crashes in on it. 

The denouement, far from unhappy, must 
be left for the reader to discover. It, and all 
that leads to it, are well worth his attention. 
He will delight in Tip, Sparkey, Olivia, the 
Combies, Father Lambert, but most of all in 
Lovejoy. 

ABOUT ST. ANNE 


Our Lady’s Mother is the subject of a 
sumptuously produced book by Frances 
Parkinson Keyes, St. Anne, Grandmother of 
Our Saviour (Messner. $5). 

Of St. Anne little of a factual nature is 
known. She is not even mentioned in the 
Scriptures. Her name, and that of her hus- 
band St. Joachim, occur only in the Apocry- 
pha, not in the canonical books. They are 
found as well in the liturgy, and there is 
much about the two saints in traditional ace 
counts. 

Devotion to St. Anne is ancient and wide- 
spread. It has always flourished in France 
(“I have found a record of no less than 221 
chapels dedicated to St. Anne in Brittany,” 
Mrs. Keyes notes). It is common on this 
continent, whose principal place of pil- 
grimage long has been the shrine of St. 
Anne de Beaupré. 

There is consequently a place and a need 
for such a book as Mrs. Keyes has written, 
obviously a work of love. Into its making 
she has put extensive travel and much read- 
ing in English, French, and German. The 
result is an appealing tribute to a saint 
whom countless generations have found a 
mighty advocate, 

There are a few imprecise statements in 
what Mrs. Keyes writes, For example, she 
says, “Of course, in one sense, Mary was a 
human being, too.” Evidently the intent is 
to suggest that in some respects Mary is 
immeasurably the superior of every and 
any other human person, but there is in the 
statement as it stands the implication that 
Our Lady is, in some sense, something other 
than human.

MOVIE REVIEWS 

GOOD MORNING,. MISS DOVE 
(Twentieth Century Fox)—Jennifer 
Jones makes Miss Dove come alive on 
the screen in an excellent filming of 
Mrs. Patton’s enjoyable little novel 
about a school teacher. It wasn’t so 
sad, but I cried anyway, almost from 
the beginning to the end, just be- 
cause it was so sweet and tender. 
The story is poignant. Miss Dove ap- 
pears as a bubbly, lovely, happy, 
young girl just home from college, 
in love with a Princeton student, 
but she is only briefly that. Her 
father’s sudden death and his huge 
debts change her almost immediate- 
ly into a prim, quiet person, who 
gets her emotions under control and 
keeps them that way. 

The film, beginning with Miss 
Dove's first attack of illness at 55, is 
told in flashbacks. It is a charming 
movie that will not only appeal to 
women, who will like it immensely, 
but the men and children, too. It is 
delightful, humorous, nostalgic and 
technically well done: All the actors 
and actresses make their roles ring

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true to life, and Miss Jones is su- 
perb as Miss Dove, perhaps her finest 
role ‘since Bernadette. — Barbara 
Francis. 

Let me add my recommendation to 
Barbara’s.

Dearly Beloved in Christ: | 


It is right that I should begin this letter by reminding 
you that, for the first time in thirty years, the ann 


Christmas message does not come to you from 


‘Noll. I am sure that you will understand that he and I unite 


wholeheartedly in our greetings to you and in our prayer- 
ful hope that you will experience the fullest measure of 
Christmas peace and joy. To this I must add my personal 
wish that, as you celebrate the happy Feast in your 
church and your family circle, you will allow time for a 
gracious and grateful remembrance of the chief pastor of 
this portion of the flock of Christ who has so long and faith- 
fully ministered to your souls and is now deprived by ill- 
ness, not of the will to serve you but of the vigor of health 
so necessary for the task. 


Only one short week remains of the Advent season in 
which to complete your preparation for the worthy com- 
memoration of an event so sacred in itself, so sublime in 
its meaning, so powerful in its appeal, so bountiful in its 
blessings, that you dare not approach it with your minds 
full of selfish concerns and your hearts bound by worldly 
attachments. For then you would be like the busy, heedless 
little town of Bethlehem which had no room for Christ, not 
even enough room for a Baby to enter the world and not 
even enough love to give Him a word of welcome. 


Certainly ‘we have no deliberate thought of offending 
Our Lord by such cool-indifference to His coming, in much 
the same way that we manage to avoid unwelcome guests 
by making the polite but dishonest excuse that we are too 
busy to receive them. Yet the fact remains that our conduct 
does often belie our words in dealing with Out Lord, in 
accepting and using the graces which He offers us, in giving 
Him the first place of honor which He alone can rightly 
claim in the very center of our hearts, our homes, our lives. 


Dear old Mother Church knows so well the drift of our 
nature, under’ the impetus of disorderly self-love, away 
from God and His holy will, away from His love which, 
though essentially infinite and irresistible in its power, 
never forces itself upon us but chooses rather to pursue us 
and win us by all those manifestations of goodness and 
mercy brought to their perfect and complete expression in 
“the Word made flesh,” in Our Saviour, Jesus Christ. The 
Church knows that He must literally and continually con- 
tend against many rivals for the possession of our hearts and 
the direction and control of our lives. That is why she now 
raises her voice with the urgency of a mother pleading with 
her children, telling us to “prepare the way of the Lord,” 
to remove by. prayer and penance those obstacles set up by 
sinful habits that block the pathway by which He seeks, to 
enter our souls and there establish the kingdom of His truth 
and grace, His justice and mercy, His peace and love. 


When we observe the Feast of Christmas we are keep- 
ing more than the anniversary of the birth of a Child, 
even though He be the Divine Child. For with Christ was 


‘born a whole new dispensation of heavenly gifts, a new 


covenant between God and man, a new way of life and a 
new spirit in. which to follow that way to its ultimate goal 
in eternity. With Christ was born, above all else, the new 
man, restored.to his supernatural integrity, his original in- 
heritance, his eternal destiny, by reason of his incorporation 
in Christ, in the life of His grace that flows from Him to 
all the members of His Mystical Body. We can never under- 
stand the mystery of the Incarnation in itself; but only if 
we make some effort to realize what this wonderful union 


of God’s nature with our own in the Person of Christ has .

Belo Horizonte, Brazil—(NC)— 
The political situation in Brazil 
has become so bad that it favors 
“Communist infiltration.” 

This statement was made here 
by Father Sebastian Kauzin, 0.P., 
Dominican provincial in Brazil. 
Issued following a retreat, the un- 
usual warning was also signed by 
the superiors of two Dominican 
monasteries, 

“The events which have occur- 
red in our country are signs of a 
profound moral crisis,” the state 
ment said, echoing an earlier warn 
ing against the Reds made in a 
radio speech by His Eminence 
Jaime Cardinal de Barros Cam- 
ara, Archbishop of Rio de Jan- 
eiro. 

The events referred to by the 
Dominicans are those which fol- 
lowed the presidential election 
of October 3, which resulted in 
victory for Communist-backed 
Juscelino Kubitschek. Kubit- 
schek, candidate of the Brazi- 
lian Labor Party and the Social 
Democrats, won by a small plu- 
rality over his nearest rival Jua- 
rez Tavora, a conservative. He 
polled about 3,000,000 votes cont- 
pared with the approximately 
5,500,000 ballots cast for all 
other candidates. 

The losers in the election main- 
tain that Kubitschek ‘won by fraud. | 
They characterize the president: | 

elect as the heir to the corrupt 
political machine of former Presi- 
‘dent Vargas, who committed sul- 
cide last year. They add that he 
won the presidency only because 
of the support of the Communists, 
whose party is illegal. 

THE LOSERS CLAIM they have 
proof of election frauds and have 
asked that their case be heard by 
the supreme court. But the coun- 
try has been placed under a state 
‘of siege and the authority of the 
‘supreme court suspended. The 
reasons for the state of siege are 
the following.
